In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 
90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the 
Tinancial records of the Town of Greenwood have been audit- 
ed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1960. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by the state audi- 
tor for governmental audits in acordance with statutory re- 
quirement have been forwarded to the State Department of 
Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit and performed in acordance with standards establish- 
ed by the State Department of Audit and by the National 
Committee on Governmental Accounting.

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations show- 
ed that net department balances credited to surplus 
amounted to $7,093.02, per the following summary:

Unexpended balances in the excise tax, overlay and 
highway equipment accounts were the major factors contrib- 
uting to the net balances credited to general fund surplus. 

ASSETS..... The general fund cash balance of 
$17,988.39 was reconciled with a statement furnished by the 
First National Bank, Portland, Maine. 

Aecounts receivable of $124.83 represented an expendi- 
ture for charity purposes reimbursible by the State Depart- 
ment of Heaith and Welfare. 

Taxes receivable of $3,876.97 represented the uncollect- 
ed balance of the 1960 tax commitment. AI] 1960 taxes had 
been accounted for in full at the audit date. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $429.74 
and $1,106.25 respectively at the close of the municipal year. 

LIABILITIES...... The Town had no general fund lia- 
bilities at the close of the municipal year. 


Notes payable incorporated in the balance sheet under 
Debt Fund, reflect the balance of notes issued in 1957 for 
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the purchase of a snow plow and truck. At the audit date 
the outstanding balance amounted to $5,603.72 and the notes 
were held by the First National Bank, Portland, Maine with 
interest at four percent. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS..... Appropriation account 
balances at the year end amounted to $1,178.35, representing 
educational account balances carried forward in compliance 
with statutory requirements, 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to 
$22,347.83, an increase of $4,378.14 as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was occasioned principally by 
the operating account balances lapsed to surplus at the close 
of the municipal year. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS..... Departmental op- 
erating accounts showed an increase of $7,879.06 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. In- 
creased appropriations were noted in the education account, 

Balances carried forward to the ensuing fiscal period 
decreased by $1,024.15 as compared with the previous fiscal 
period.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my second annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


School Buildings 


During 1961 a number of improvements have been made 
to the schoolhouses. At Greenwood City modernization of 
the building was accomplished by installing a water and 
heating system which contribute to pupil health and com- 
fort. Locke Milis school maintenance included some interior 
painting, and installation of a new front door, bulkhead 
and an improved lighting system. 


Your school committee has voted that the Tubbs School 
building be turned over to the Town. Since the committee 
does not have or foresee plans for use of the Tubbs building 
as a school, the committee feels control of the property 
should revert to the Town. 


Scholarship Fund 


This year the Ekco Corporation again generously con- 
tributed $150.00 to the Town schools. Formerly this annual 
contribution was placed in a fund to be used in conjunction 
with a future hot lunch program. However, as it now ap- 
pears that no facility for hot lunches will become available 
soon, the schoo! committee is planning to establish a sholar- 
ship fund for Greenwood students going on to higher edu- 
cation. The scholarships would be supported by the Ekco 
contributions and possibly other funds, 


Curriculum 


Union teachers, including Greenwood teachers, are 
studying the elementary arithmetic program this year. Pur- 
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pose of the study is to up-date textbooks so that new ma- 
terinl and methods in arithmetic may be incorporated and 
thus provide an improved Greenwcod school program. 


School Building Fund 


Last year $1,300.00 was raised for a school building fund 
but due to high costs of City School improvements for which 
the fund was used (in addition to the appropriation), a 
small balance remains. This year the school committee 
recommends $3,500.00 be raised for future school building 
needs and that this money be deposited in a bank savings 
account so that interest may accrue. By yearly appropri- 
ations the school building fund can be built up so that a 
significant sum will be available when needed for construc- 
tion of a new school building. And, as pointed out before, 
a building fund also reduces the amount to be borrowed and 
thereby lessens the interest cost. 


Budget 


The 1962 budget is lower than last year’s due to a bal- 
ance remaining December 31, 1961. A portion of this balance 
has been applied to the present budget in order to reduce the 
amount necessary to raise.
